from the first. But we are waking up as is shown by the work 
now being done by the Baptists of Mississippi in the Baptist 
Memorial Hospital in Memp! is, Tennessee, ard the Mississippi 
Baptist Hospital Jackson, Mississippi. 

The last report rendered by the Baptist Memorial Hospital 
shows that for the third yea'’s work, which closed July 31st. 1915 
2728 patients were treated, and of this number 813° were from 
Mississippi., 1276 from Tennessee, 212 from Arkansas and 407 
from other states In the charity work there 366 patients were 
treated, and 106 of whom were /from Mississippi. The H Spi- 
tal is in debt, and is now operating 120 beds but is able to 
decrease. the indebtednes> as shown vy the last report. The tlos- 
pital is now planning to build and equip another wing to their 
building with 150 additional beds. Having leciied that the 
present hospital is entirely too small in building and equipmert, 
the Shelby County (Tennessee) Bapti.t Association has: pledged 
fifty thousand dollars towards the erecting and equipment to ‘the 
hospital and they are now asking the states of Tennessee, Missis- 
Sissippi and Arkansas ‘to raise fifty thousand dollars to be put in 
the erection of this new wing. These institutions need friends 
who Will inform themselves and others about the work of these 
institutions, and friends who will contribute, work and pray for 
their Success, and thus verify the expressicn from James Zi. 

ure religion and undefiled before God and the Father is this, 
O visit the fatherless and widows in their affliction, and to 
eep himself "nspotted from the‘world ”’ The work of these 
hospitals in relieving the suffering man cannot be estimated in 
ollars and cents. These Hospitals are in debt and need help to 
Carry on this work and this report urges that vur people respond 
liberally to the needs of this good and glorious work and thus 
t i the great physician.

' The report on Ministerial Relief by Louis Gowen, was read by 


J. B. Perry, discussed by C. S. Johnson, J; A. Ousley and A. F. 
Temple, and adopted as follows: ‘' ~ 

Our people seem to not realize the importance of Ministerial 
Relief. We forget that we too-are growing old: and it is there- 
fore dificult to appeal to you to assist a cause that is so far from 
your experience. 

Though we are aware that the majority of our people do not 
appreciate the importance of this subject and though in fact, 
many of our churches do not consider that there is an obligation 
on us to support the aged ministers, Iam going to appeal to. the 
churches of this association to awake toa realization of their duty 
in this matter and, at least contribute something to the support 
of these aged brethren, who have done thie pioneer work of our 
church forus. They have fought the good fight; they have 
braved the tempest; they have estavlished the church, and we 
should support their needs during their declining years 

No man ever had a higher cilling’than these old Pillars of 
the church. They are God’s noblemen, whom he hag chosen as 
mouthpieces to speak a message of ‘undying love toa lost world 
It was through the ‘‘foolishness of preachinz’”’ that Christ chose 
to instil that spiritual influence that has. since been the most 
potent power behind all movements making for world redemp- 
tion known to man. Ir is from the pulpit that the most sublime 
themes of morality and righteousness have been upheld, and 
here also national Wickedness and corruption have been sufficient- 
lv censured to purify the ideals of our government. And _ here 
it is that the deach knell to the institutions of this old world has 


been sounded; and from it has it becn declared that the decaying 


and imperfect institutions of this world shall be  replaged 
by a new Heaven and a new earth, in which Christ shall reign 
as the King of Rigatedusness for ever and ever 

With such commission entrusted to him; who can doubt. the 
influence of Our ministers on our national life for man’s yood and 


for God’s glory? Of all of the agencies that have conspired in 


the past to make this country great and good, ‘nothing has -been 
more powerful than the Baptist pulpit. These aged ministers 
spent theirearly manhood in making it ‘such. After having 
given their very life’s blood to the church and the country, 
surely we should eare for them during: .their declining vears. 
God has placed them here with us, allowed them to sacrifice 
themselves for his cause, aid he expects us to care for them. 
Did he not impress such duties upen the church when he said, ‘‘as 
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oft as ye do it unto one of these my brethren ye do it unto me’’? 
vesus has commanded us to care for the needy ones in the king- 
dom. Can we afford to omit it? Can we afford to neglect to do 
our duty towards the men of God who hav toiled, struggled 
with life’s burden, and suffered for the cause of humanity? . 

At present, we are assisting twenty ministers and 
ministers’ wives There’ are nine old mitisters and eleven 
ministers’ widows Last yesr the amount raised for this furd 
was less than Two Thousand Dollars, which ensbled us to pay 
each about an averageof seven dollars per month. Brethren. rye 
are old. They have given themselves to the chureh, In caring 
for these old brethren, we are ministering unto the suffering 
Christ in the person of his suffering children, — If you could read 
their pitiful letters for help, or their’ letters of thanks for the 
pittance given your hearts would open and our churches would 
rally to this cause. In conclusion, let us insist that the churches 
take a collection for this cause, and let the Baptist of Mississippi 
look after the needs of these oid men and women of God.

Foreign Missions’ | 


Report on Foreign Missions. , 


Our foreign mission work is the effort on our part to carry 
ont the last command of our Lordand Master to go into all the 
world nd ma disciples of all nations. The challenge of the 
hour 10 all our churches is the present call of our foreign mission 
work. | The conditions of the world today are giving tremendo:s 
emphasis to the fact that all men need a simple New Tesiamunt 
religion. The non- -Christian nations are awakening in a wond- 
erful way and inquiring for the path of peace -and the way of 
life. he doors are wide open. The people are more: accessible 
than ever before The harve:t fields are ripe and we should now: 
thrust in the sickle and reap on a scale that will far transcend 
anything in the past 

The Foreign Mission Board, located at Richmohd. Virginia, 
composed of eighteen local members and'eighteen state meinbers 
representing each stace in co-operation with the Southern Ba;- 
tist Convention, is conducting work in Italy, Brazil, Mexico. 
Argentina, China, Javan and Africa In these fields the mission- 
aries reported last year 382 churches with 819 out-stations, 33,584 
church members, 442 Sanday Schools with 238, 959 sehola and 
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. 8,883 students in mission schools, 384 of whom are in theological 
seminaries and training schools preparing to preach the gespel 
to their own people. There are 300 missionaries on the fields, 20 
of whom were sent out during the ‘past year. and a total of 651 
native workers, Notwithstanding difficult conditions on many 
(f the fields caused by the European war and the injury to the 
work in Mexico from chaotic political conditions in that country 
5,190 Baptist were reported during the year. 

(he distressing financial conditions throushout the South 
created by the war in Kurope caused a falling off in contribu 
tions to foreign missions last year. Many of the churches made 
heroic and sacrificial efforts but some of them were not able to 
keep up their usual contributicns, This will make it more diffi- | 
cu.t for us to maintian the work this year unless God’s people — 
meet the situation in a still more heroic spirit. he Convention | 
n Houston asked for an apportionment ot $624,000 for foreign 7 
missions this year Every daejlar of it will be needed to carry 
on the work successfully, Our supreme task now should be the 
raising of the apportionment as a minimum in every association 
und every state. We should not for a moment think of anything 
less and we must do more than this if possible. 

We therefore recommend: 

1. That we as an assoviation undertake to raise for foreign 
missions our full propurtion ot tne above sum: that this amount 
he divided among the churches on an equitable basis; that we 
earnestly urge the churches to contribute the amount asked of 
them; that each church inaugurate a plan of systematic montiily 
vr quarterly giving and remitting for this cause so that the work 
a care of and debt and interest payments may ve 
“VOl . 

2. That each pastor in the association appoint a Commit: ce 
'n each church of which he is pastor to canvass the members’ ip’ 
with @ view to securing a subscription to the Foreign Miss 0) 
Journal in every Baptist family within our bounds, so that ul 
people may be more fuily informed as to our world wide works

Temperance Report. 


Since the founding of the Anti-Saloon League in 1893 by 
Howard H. Russell, the fight against the liquor traffic in the 
United States has gone forward until at present 2,298,020 square 
miles out of a total of 2,973,890 square miles of our territory are 
under no license or prohibition jaws. State wide prohibition laws 
have already been passed in 19'states with. election to be held in 
three others, and only one backward move in this immense pro 
gress. Yet of the 91,972,266 people in the ‘United States, only 
46,633,622 are living under Prohibition Laws Thus we see that 
the greatest progress in the work has been in the districts that 
have a large proportion of rural population and the problem now 
before us isto control the traffic in the congested urban districts 
of the country. This very likely will have to be done by Federa: 
Legislation and it therefore becomes * vitally important to know 
the men we select to make these laws. This question is larger 
than political aligments, creeds or parties, 

Some of the greatest nations of Europe, under the burden of 
the great war, have been brought face to. face with the evils of 
aleohol and have enacted the most drastic measures to stop it. 

Leaging officials of the tippling nations, France and England, 
have pledged themselves to tots! abstinence. 

* Great railroad companies are no@using.only sober men and 
reducing accidents and loss of tives ifva large proportion. 

In our own country every three days a’Brewery or Distillery 
xOes out of business and a Saloon cfosses, every half hour. 

In our own state the Anti-Saloon League is making heroic 
efforts to stop the illegal sale of liquor and in the twelve months 
ending Oct. 31st 1914, secured conviction in 374 cases. 

And the League should have the support and co-operative 
assistance of every one interested in. th» success of this work 

Its uvt necessary to discuss the evils of alcoho! or the hu- 
manitarian spirit that prompts our people in their efforts to abolish 
this curse. The following statement from, a Russian official is

enough: ‘Russia with the war and without Vodka is more pros. 
perous han Russia without the war and with Vodka.’’
